I acquired a used FT-100D in September with the intention of installing it 
in the truck. Power is adjusted by changing the percentage power from 1 to 
100%. 


I discovered that at 1% power setting the rig puts out about 3 watts as 
measured on my WM-2. It seems to work just fine as a qrp rig. 


The FT -100D has many more features than the 817 including DSP and 
detachable front panel for mobile use. Its really designed to fill the need 
for a mobile rig while the 817 fills the market niche for portable 
operation. 


I think the manual is available electronically on the Yahoo groups web site 
on the Ft-100. Owners seem to love the rig and have come up with ways of 
dealing with some of the inherent problems that the earlier versions of the 
rig had (and may still have). Mine works flawlessly and has tons of power 
for 2 meters (50 watts) and UHF. Read the Yahoo group info and you will 
familiarize yourself with the rig in no time. 


A friend of mine has the FT-100 in his Honda 4x4 and we worked a ton of DX 
on the CQ WWDX test on saturday while driving to amateur flea market in 
Montreal. It hardly seemed to be bothered by the vehicle's QRN. 


As a shack rig I think you will enjoy it. Its a bit bigger than the 817 and 


I think it has more flexibility. Mine came with the 500 Hz CW filter 
installed which is a must. The seller that I purchased it from didn't even 
realize it had a CW filter which I believe comes standard in the "D" 
version. Check the manual for instructions on how to engage the CW filter. 
It took a while to figure that part out.

>A local guru who says he knows everything about ham radio convinced me to 
>put at least three coils into my 52 ohm coax at the base of the tower as 
>a lightning arrestor. His argument is that at the high current of 
>lightening even three large coils would have enough impedance to act as a 
>choke and shunt much of the high voltage to ground, even right through the 
>coax. 


The coil at the base of the tower acts as the secondary of an air-core 
transformer, with the tower being the one turn primary. When the tower is 
hit, the current in the tower induces (common-mode) current in the coax. 
How much current depends on the coupling between the tower and the coil 
(spacing and relative orientation). 


It's best to bond the cable to the tower ground system at the bottom, as 

low as you can go. Put the coil as far away from the tower as you can go, 

not at the tower base. Arrange the coil for minimum coupling to the tower 
(treat the coil as a receiving loop antenna...aim the null at the tower).

Scott, the bandplan states that 7040 is reserved for international RTTY dx. 
In fact, in most of the world, RTTY is only allowed in a small sliver of 
frequencies say between 7030 and 7040. During any of the world wide RTTY 
contests (of which there have been many lately) you will find stations down 
near 7040 attempting to make intercontintal contacts. 


Weekends like last when there are major international SSB contests you will 
find SSB as low as 7040. The reason for this is much of the world (and all 
of Europe) is stuck with 7000 to 7100 for everything. During phone contests, 


SSB rules and that is what you hear thru much of that range. On CW contest 
weekends, you hear CW throughout most of that range. Same thing on RTTY 
weekends. Then you hear RTTY down to about 7030. 


If you dont like the present condition, select a different band or operate 
during the daytime when you are not going to find people trying to make 
international contacts. Perhaps in another five years hams will get access 
to the entire 40 meter band worldwide. But thats not the case now.

Hi. Keith here in the Depths of the Great Bergen Swamp 


Scott has a real point here. The SSB and digital spread in our 
(nominally) CW band, shared with other digital modes of course, is 
getting rough at times. 


Unfortunately, and this has been pointed out before, other regions of the 
world, make that most other regions have only 100 KHz of the 40 Meter 
band. 7040 KHz is the bottom of the phone band in quite a few regions 
and is the RTTY frequency at least in Asia. 


There is one potential solution: Support the ARRL effort to get our 
needs addressed at WRC 2003. There have been several proposals to expand 
the Amateur Exclusive allocation on 40 Meters. If we don't let the 
working group know what we want/need then we only have ourselves to blame 
if we have QRM and small bands. 


Just think of the scenario of the US allocation being reduced to 7.0 - 
7.1 MHz. There are working groups elsewhere in the world that have asked 
for just that. Other proposals have been to move the band down to 6.8 - 
7.1 MHz, 6.9 - 5.1 MHz, 6.9 - 7.2 MHz and eliminating the band totally 
and turning it over to broadcasters. 


We have a fight on our hands, not just with the broadcast interests, but 
with the Fixed/Mobile services presently below the band. The DOD, in our 
own government is against expansion into the 6.8 - 7.0 MHz range as they 
"need" those frequencies for Homeland Security. Strange, they were 
talking of auctioning those frequencies off as useless only a couple of 
years ago. 


I would prefer seeing a concerted effort for an exclusive 300 KHz 40 
Meter band rather than a shared 60 Meter band. I have let my elected 
officials of the ARRL know this, and you League members here on the list 
should consider doing the same. 


"Use it or Lose it" does not apply here because, Man, do we ever use 40 
Meters. Write and Email your Section Managers and Division Directors. 
They are listed in the front of QST every month. If we don't reinforce 
how valuable we all think 40 Meters is, we might just lose it anyway.

I have received several messages about QSL bureau service, I agree with 
most of them. I have seen the bureau system change from membership not 
required here in the US, to membership required. Membership was always 
required in foreign countries. 


I do want to comment on PRIVATE QSL bureaus. I am sure it may faster 
than the traditional bureau systems, but will it be there in a year, or 
two years? Is it any cheaper? Does it offer to reach as many other 
countries or its it strictly domestic? 


The League belongs to an international federation of countries that 
agree to exchange each other's cards at very low costs. Private bureaus 
fly in the face of this. Ox they cannot compete with this! 


If you want only local cards, US cards, second class postage is pretty 
darned cheap and will get the card to you in a week or two. Yes, you 
can pay someone to do the mailing for you, and wait the extra days for 
round trip transportation to and from the bureau. If you want DX cards, 
do they really offer anything beyond the normal QSL bureaus? 


If commercial bureaus are so good, why have so few survived the test of 
time! Use the established bureau system. I have been using it for 
about 35 years now, and, believe it or not, I still get cards from 5 or 
more years ago! Would a private bureau keep them around for that 
period?

If people simply understood that some signals on or around 7.040 are 
simply WEAK due transmitting at low power, and that they're intentionally 
weak because of this, it does NOT mean that they aren't there. 


Effectively, it would be good for operators everywhere (and I don't 
believe many hams are filled with malice for other hams) to understand 
that an S2 signal is as valid as an S9+30 signal, and that if you hear 
either, there's a chance that the frequency is "busy," whether you can 
copy the station in QSO or not. 


If I'm operating CW and someone comes on and asks "QRL?" in phone, I 
probably won't hear more than just a muffled "BLAAATTTT." And probably 
won't be able to reply with a "YES, QRL." At this point, my QSO will 
likely be over.

Scott, another thing to take into consideration is where the rtty and cw ops 
are listening even if they share the same carrier frequency. Because of the 
way we receive the two modes, most cw ops are listening 700-800 hz from the 
carrier. Rtty ops on the other hand are listening to a narrow range of 
frequencies close to 2,000 hz from the carrier. Assume the rtty op is using 
a 500 hz filter, he is not going to hear you unless its just filter 
blowback. I for one can be listening to one rtty signal that is S5 and not 
even know that there is another rtty station, S9 up 500 hz. Your cw signal 
is further away and lower in amplitude. 


BTW, many of the state side stations that you hear operating RTTY near 7040 
during RTTY contests are phenomenal stations who are going to be S9 plus in 
Europe and Japan because of their 1500 watts and stacked antenna arrays. You 
can imagine what you hear because you are so much closer to them. However 
your qrp signal even if it was on frequency might not be any stronger than 
the rtty stations in Europe that the contester is working. However, you are 
not on the same frequency. 


Most ops do qrl? before they start calling. Unfortunately they do it in 
rtty. If you answered "yes" or "C" up where he could hear you, there is good 
chance he will movesome but probably not as far as you would like. It also 
depends on when in the contest. I've seen cases where some sick puppies have 
gotten upset and started chasing rtty sigs around the band calling cq in cw 
on top of them whereever they go, I guess in order to get "payback" for 
their interference to the qrp calling frequency. What you might not recall 
is that rtty is frequency shifting mode similar to FM. As a result there is 
a capture effect. Once a rtty signal answers the offending rtty op on 
frequency and is stronger than you, the qrp signal completely disappears. 
Its hard to qrm rtty unless you are stronger than the signals he is 
responding to.

that I have a rig with a serious S-meter (Argo V). In the absence of any 
signal and no antenna, the S-meter reads essentially zero. When an 
antenna is connected, especially at one of the lower frequency bands (40 
meters, for example), the atmospheric noise gives a reading of about S-5 
or so. A good CW signal will produce an S-9 reading. So is that signal 
S-9, or is it S-4, or is it somewhere in between? Can anyone help me to 
interpret the reading so that I can give helpful reports to people I work?

I have my R-M/30 «Main Framex (modified R-M/20) set up so parts can be 
easily changed in key locations. This includes a socket for the final and 
machined DIP pins for R18. 


Anyway, I put a 2N3053 in in place of the 2N2222A and, as Nelson points 
out, the power output was somewhat less. I replaced R18 with a jumper and 
things got better -- a little over a Watt on 30 meters. A short key down 
test was made and there was no noticeable heating. I'd suggest at least a 
couple of ohms for R18 though to play it safe.

Interference is typically determined by the user's receiver. The better 
your receiver, the less QRM will effect you. For example if you are 
operating on 7040 CW and a RTTY station is also on 7040 he is actually 1.5 
khz or so away from you frequency. Now if you have a good CW filter and 
your receiver has a good mixer and your AGC is IF controlled chances are you 
may not even hear him. As your receiving filter gets wider or if your 
mixer poor then you will hear his signal. For weak signal work you must 
have a good mixer, then good filters. I will not bore you with all of the 
math but it is simple physics. The same is true of the SSB station, a 
good audio filter goes a long way, receiver gain control (AGC) based on IF 
level and not on audio level also helps. 


The K2 has a very good front end as with the FT1000 but if you are running a 
homebrew DC receiver or even a lot of the commercial receivers you will have 
interference that your ham buddy across town will not have if he has a kK2 or 
FT1000. A good used R4C with Sherwood mods or a old 20 year old Cubic 102 
or even a R-390A can do a better job than many of today's receivers. 


Buy the best receiver you can afford, build the best antenna you have room 
for and learn everything you can about how they operate. You can operate 
QRP even in the middle of higher power SSB and RTTY stations. 


A good test for your receiver is tune in a DX pileup if you can read the DX 
station when all of the idiots are calling him only a khz or so away then 
you have a good receiver with a good mixer and good filters. Yes it is 
possible to read S1 signals with a S9 signal only a khz or so away but it 
costs to be able to do so.

This does not look like a good op-amp for audio applications. Its noise rating is 
83 nV/SqrtHz. Compare that with a '5532 rating of 4 nV/SqrtHz and it produces 
about 26 db more noise. 


In addition, it is a "micropower" type, so the gain bandwidth is only 0.1 MHz 
compared to the more typical 4 MHz rating. This means that if it were used at 
audio, it could only be run at very low gains (10x at 1 KHz max?) and still have 
enough gain leftover for feedback to use keep the audio distortion products in 
check.

Just wanted to share a sort of funny experience from a few weeks ago. I 
installed one of Dave Gaudings RANDOM VERTICALS (telescoping aluminum 
verticals). To insulate the base I looked for a glass bottle and in haste 
grabbed a full bottle of brew. The neck of the bottle inserted into the base 
of the antenna worked real nice. 


Now here comes the interesting part. I started lowering it section by section 
and somewhere near the end I loosened the hose clamp too much and not paying 
attention I managed to let the section fall thru my fingers and come crashing 
down on to the bottle neck below. There must have been about 10-12ft of 
tubing in the air at this point and within seconds a plume of beer was coming 
from the top of the mast. WOW that was impressive 


At first that seemed kind of funny but it took over an hour to disassemble, 

clean and lubricate the mast (I was already lubricated at this point). Beer 

can get pretty sticky in just a short period (as I found out) and could mess 
up those tight tolerance fits in the tubing. 


I learned at least one thing--drink that beer first (smile). 


On a more serious note, that RANDOM vertical has been really great in antenna 
experimenting. You can easily vary the height to test various lenghts. They 
can double as single and double supports (I have two) and you can use one as 
a reflector/director easily by adjusting the height. Mine are set for a max 


height of about 44ft. The two of them cost only about $130 total for the 6£t 
lengths from Texas Towers
